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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of Applicants' Amendment and Response of April 24, 2008, 
which has been reviewed by the Examiner and entered of record in the file. Accordingly, claims 
87, 88, 91-11 1 and 127 have been canceled. Claims 61-85, 90, 1 12-126, 128 and 129 are now 
pending in the instant application. 

Status of the Claims 

2. Claims 91-111 and 127, drawn to methods of use and pharmaceutical compositions 
containing additional ingredients, previously withdrawn from consideration by the Examiner, are 
cancelled. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 
35 USC §112 

3. Claims 87 and 88 previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as not being 
enabled. In view of Applicants' cancellation of the claims, the rejections are withdrawn. 

4. Claim 87 also previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. Since the claim has been cancelled, the indefiniteness rejection is withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

5. Claims 61, 66-85, 90 and 1 12-126 contain the terminology "solvate" in the third line of 
each claim 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure

The application has been amended as follows: 

(a) In claims 61, 66-85, 90 and 1 12-126, after the phrase "... or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt," please delete the term "solvate" from the third line of each claim. 

REASONS for ALLOWANCE 
6. Claims 61, 66-85, 90 and 1 12-126 are allowable over the prior art, as newly renumbered 
claims 1-37. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to novel cannabinoid receptor ligands, according to the formula of 
claim 1, and their pharmaceutical compositions. The allowable compounds in this case are 
limited to compounds wherein L 1 and L 2 are sulfur containing (excluding aminosulfonyls). 
Cannabinoid receptor ligands are known in the art as having the ability to bind to cannabinoid 
receptors (CB 2 ), and are useful for treating patients suffering from diseases associated with 
inflammation, immunomodulation, and bronchial constriction such as rheumatoid arthritis, 
multiple sclerosis, allergic rhinitis, psoriasis, and chronic obstructive pulmonary disease 
(COPD). However the aspect of preparing the instant claimed diaryl sulfone compounds, 
wherein the compounds contain an alternating double sulfone/sulfonyl/or sulfinyl-aryl linkage, 
also containing an amino group, is novel and unobvious. After a thorough search, the closest of 
prior art, Shen et al, U.S. Pat. No. 3,715,375, was found to teach similar diphenyl sulphone 
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compounds. The '375 patent fails to teach or render obvious the same instant claimed 
cannabinoid receptor ligand compounds or their pharmaceutical compositions.
